USE OF U. S. STAMPS IN 
PHILIPPINES 





It has come to attention that the 
notice appearing in the January 28 
issue of the Postal Bulletin, and on 
page 15 of the February, 1932, Supple- 
ment to the Postal Guide with respect 
to the acceptance in the Philippine 
Islands of United States postage 
stamps furnished in response to notice 
concerning matter held for postage 
mailed in those islands has been con- 
strued by some persons, particularly 
philatelists, as authorizing the accept- 
ance of United States postage stamps 
in payment of postage on any matter 
mailed in the Philippine Islands ad- 
dressed for delivery on the mainland. 

Such is not the case. The notice 
merely states that, under a reciprocal 
arrangement United States postage 
stamps will be accepted in payment of 
the deficient postage on short-paid 
matter mailed in the Phillipine Islands 
for delivery in the United States when 
the addressee has been notified of the 
deficiency. This arrangement applies 
only to short-paid matter mailed un- 





der the conditions set forth in the 
notice referred to and does not apply 
to matter having only United States 
postage stamps affixed thereto when 
originally deposited for mailing in the 
Philippine Islands. 


Postmasters should advise their pa- 
trons accordingly.

Now if anyone thinks 
that such a place is conducive to 
thought he has another think coming 
for that is no place to digest and as- 
similate reading matter of any kind. 
Therein was my error. Now then if 
any of my kind readers has the April 
number of the Windy City Precancel 
News I would greatly appreciate it if 
they would send it to me so that I 
may take it to the inner chamber of 
my study and there ponder over it 
unmolested so that the next time I 
might write more intelligently on the 
matter. 


I have a letter at hand from Emil 
Jahnke of Flint, Mich., corroborating 
with Mr. Gamber’s theory of perfor- 
ations. He has some very good argu- 
ment that is not refutable. But he 
carries his argument over into buro 
prints which is getting out of the 
question as I in no way, manner, 
shape nor form meant my argument 
to include them. Buro prints are a 
limited field and a specialty and my 
argument that a surplus of varieties 
would hurt the collecting of these 
would not carry far nor did I mean 
for it to apply here. There are at 
the outside 25 or 26 hundred varieties 
(the exact number I do not know at 
the present) of buro prints while 
there are no doubt a hundred times as 
many general precancels. So you see 
there would be no argument here. 


Mr. E. Kay of 2316 Schrage Ave., 
Whiting, Ind., edits a very good and 
up-to-date precancel column in the 
Western Stamp Collector. He is at the 
present attempting to make a check 
list of towns using the new Bicenten- 
nials. He has cut out quite a job for 
himself I am afraid because after a 
slow start the Bicentennials are com- 
ing forth rapidly now and it will be 
quite a task to keep apace with them.

HISTORIC If there were some way 
COVERS of holding in check this 

crowd that thinks a messy- 
rubber stamp picture stamped on the 
face of an envelope is a necessary part 
of every cover that appears for some 
special event, then the Editor of 
Linn’s Weekly might be converted to 
become a collector of a certain class 
of Historic Covers. 

With the development of the ca- 
cheted air mail covers, there has also 
arisen another hobby, the collection 
of covers of historical events and as 
with air mail covers, the record of the 
event is usually stamped on the cover 
with a rubber stamp. In some very 
few instances this rubber stamp pic- 
ture is neat and appropriate but in 
about 99 out of every 100 instances 
the job of handstamping is so poorly 
done that the covers are a mess and 
unattractive to say the least, besides 
in many instances being unreadable. 

During the past year, there have 
been a number of events for which 
very handsome and attractive printed 
envelopes have been prepared. If one 
could get these covers through the 
mails without having some Chamber 
of Commerce or some cachet director 
for the Boy Scouts or other organ- 
ization, get hold of them and ruin 
them with a lot of rubber stamp 
pictures, the covers would make very 
interesting and handsome pieces for 
an historical collection. 

From several readers, there have 
come some quite attractive covers 
mailed from Alexandria on the occa- 
sion of the dedication of the Washing- 
ton Masonic Memorial. The covers 





have excellent prints of the handsome 
building and printed data explaining 
the event. The postmark and stamp 
are all that are necessary to complete 
the record, yet each of these covers 
is messed up with a poor impression 
of a rubber stamp which is a dupli- 
cate of the information in the printed 
picture and the covers are ruined 
as far as their attractiveness and 
beauty are concerned. 

Can it not be arranged that where 
covers bear printed cachets, the rub- 
ber stamp slingers will lay off such 
covers and let us have a cover that 
is at least pretty, even if it must 
come to us without all the mark- 
ings that can be crowded on to the 
envelope. 

If this is knocking the rubber stamp 
industry, then we plead guilty, but 
we feel that there are many other 
collectors who will agree with our 
remarks. 


WASHINGTON 
BICENTENNIALS 


This new set of 
stamps holds 
many possibili- 
ties for the collector who loves to 
specialize. It has many advantages 
over any other series of commemora- 
tive stamps that have been issued by 
the United States. The set is long 
enough to give it interest, the total 
face value is low enough to make it 
within the reach of all and the quan- 
tity of stamps to be issued will be 
large enough that everyone will have 
an opportunity to find much in used 
copies that will prove of interest. 

Already several interesting and at- 
tractive varieties in the way of plate 
defects have made their appearance. 
There is the broken circle and a 
cracked plate in the %c value, the 
broken lower line in the 4c value and 
numerous lesser defects that have 
been mentioned in the press. 

In shades, there are already two 
very distinct 14%4c stamps, not less 
than three fine shades in the 2c value, 
a rose carmine and a fairly good 
lake in addition to the normal color, 
shades of the other values will cer- 
tainly turn up before the year is out. 
Both the 9c and 10c already show 
some distinct variation in colors. 

The stamps have been in use long 
enough now that numerous offices are 
precancelling them and we will soon 
be reading of the precancel collector 
who is specializing this issue. 

No series of stamps was ever 
featured so much on covers as is 
this issue and the possibilities in can- 
cellations is therefore much greater 
than it would be under ordinary con- 
ditions. 

To the collector who is looking for 
something to work with we know of 
no issue that offers a greater field 
for pleasure and pastime and the time 
to get any issue is while it is current.

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THE CRETAN ISSUE OF 1905 





How Archaeology Has Helped the 
Philatelist.—I. 





By A. Dale Trendall, M. A. (N. Z.) 





In 1900, Sir Arthur Evans began 
the excavations, which are still in 
progress, on the site of the Palace of 
Minos at Cnossus in the island of 
Crete. His amazing discoveries there, 
followed and supplemented by the 
work of other explorers on many 
other sites of the island, notably 
Phaestos, transformed our knowledge 
of the early civilisations, and it was 
perhaps to make its antiquities more 
widely known that Crete issued in 
1905 this series of stamps, on which 
may be seen some of the more note- 
worthy coins of the island, and a view 
of the ruins of the palace, together 
with some of the finds made there. 

The 2 lepta value illustrates a clay 
seal impression found beneath a shrine 
to the west of the central court of the 
palace, The design represents an 
armed goddess standing upon an ele- 
vation — probably a symbolic repre- 
sentation of the holy mountain Juktas 
—with attendant lions beside her, to 
the right a worshipper, and to the 
left a picture of her shrine within 
the palace, showing sacrificial horns. 
The arms suggest that the goddess 
might be Athena, but the lions almost 
certainly identify her as Rhea, who is 
also known to have had a grove and 
a sanctuary near Cnossus, and was 
worshipped as the Minoan Mother- 
goddess. It is possible that Rhea and 
Athena were one and the same, being 
worshipped under different names in 
Crete and Athens. 

The 5 lepta and 1 drachme both 
show scenes from the story of Europa,

who, according to Ovid, was enticed 
by Jupiter, who appeared to her in 
the form of a white bull, to mount 
upon its back, and was thus carried 
over to Crete, where she afterwards 
bore him two sons. According to an- 
other legend, on reaching Crete, the 
bull disappeared, and the god returned 
to Europa in the form of an eagle. 
This legend is partly illustrated in the 
5 lepta value, which shows Europa 
sitting in pensive attitude upon a tree, 
most probably a plane tree, awaiting 
the return of the god, who in another 
coin is shown as an eagle perching 
upon one of the boughs of the tree. 
Both the designs are taken from the 
coins of Gortyna, the other showing 
Europa upon the back of the bull. 
One other noteworthy feature of this 
stamp is the design of rosettes on the 
border. These form a very common 
motive of design in Minoan art and 
may be seen on their pottery, on wall 
frescoes, and on painted ceilings. 

The design of the 20 lepta is taken 
from a coin of Cydonia, as the inscrip- 
tion (Cydon) which is just visible at 
the base of the coin tells, and illus- 
trates the legend of Miletus, destined 
to be the founder of the greatest city 
in Ionia, and the she-wolf or hound 
which is supposed to have suckled him. 
The animal figure seems too slight for 
a wolf and more probably is meant for 
a hound. 


On the next stamp of the series we 
are shown a picture of a sea-god strik- 
ing downwards with a trident, and 
may well be the sea-god Triton, who is 
generally represented in this way in 
early art. 


A coin from Cnossus showing Ar- 
iadne, the deserted wife of Theseus 
and daughter of Minos, surrounded by 
a “meander” border, forms the design 
of the 50 lepta value. The border is of 
some interest, as this meander design 
originated from the swastika, which 
itself is thought to have been a primi- 
tive representation of the revolving 
sun and its rays. The maze pattern 
too well illustrates the labyrinthine 
nature of the actual palace, the ruins 
of which are shown on the 8 dr. stamp. 
The border here shows the convention- 
al spiral design of which the Minoan 
artists were so fond, and in the top 
corners may be discerned small figures 
of some interest. That on the right rep- 





resents a warrior with his bow, and is 
very similar to a figure on a silver 
vase from Mycenae, where Minoan 
culture flourished; while that on the 
left shows a human figure wearing as 
a mask the head of some animal—this 
being a common practice at religious 
or magical rites.

that the Norwalk building is a replica 
of the postoffice building at Red Bank, 
N. J., from which the photograph was 
taken. 


Whether the cancellation stamp is 
one supplied by the postoffice depart- 
ment for this occasion or whether an 
invention of the local postmaster is 
more than we know, however, it is 
interesting and unique in several 
ways. The circle at the left of the 
killer bars has the words “NOR- 
WALK, OHIO” in a curved line at 
the top, below this in four lines “MAY 
14—POSTOFFICE — DEDICATION 
—1932”. There are three killer bars 
and between the center and top ones 
“2:30” and between the center and 
lower one “P. M.” Beneath the circle 
and killer bars is the name of the 
postmaster “A. W. DAVIS—Post- 
master” in two lines. 


Thus we have an old custom revived, 
for we know that it has been many 
years since postmasters used their 
names in their cacellation stamps. 
The entire cancellation is in a brilliant 
green ink on a block of four 1%c 
front face Harding stamps and makes 
a very beautiful cover. The cover is 
autographed by “J. Loberwager, U. S. 
Const. Engineer, A. W. Davis, Post- 
master” and “Cort M. Schock, May- 
or”. 

A maple leaf cachet is used on the 
back of the envelope.

PHILATELIC PAINTINGS 


Several weeks ago there appeared 
in these columns a news item concern- 
ing a painting of a youth before his 
open stamp album, which was on dis- 
play at an art exhibit in Boston. 

At that time, the remark was made 
that this was the first instance in 
which (so far as we knew) postage 
stamps had been used as a subject 
by a painter. 

Now comes a letter from Mr. Henry 
Rothbost of East Hempstead, Long 
Island, in which he describes three 
different paintings in which Philatelic 
subjects are pictured. Mr. Rothbost 
states that he believes that he is the 
first person who had oil paintings of 
Philatelic subjects. 

These paintings were on display at 
the recent stamp show in Brooklyn. 
One is of covers, another of stamps 
on a sheet and the other is a painting 
of a sheet of North Borneo stamps 
which is said to look so natural that 
one would take it to be an original 
sheet of the stamps. 

These paintings are now on exhibit 
at the Collectors Club in New York. 
Mr. Rothbost states that these paint- 
ings were made by his father. 


NEW WASHINGTON POSTOFFICE 


A clipping from the Kansas City 
Star states that the government has 
formally accepted the reconstructed 
Washington Homestead at Wakefield, 
Virginia and that on May 14, a post- 
office was established at this point. 
The name of the new postoffice is 
“Washington’s Birthplace, Westmore- 
land County, Virginia’’. 

Existence of a Wakefield postoffice 
in Sussex County, Virginia, precluded 
giving that name to the postoffice on 
the Wakefield estate. 

This new office was opened without 
the general knowledge of stamp col- 
lectors and anyone fortunate enough 
to have got a flock of first day covers 
from this new office will have some 
very interesting material. First day 
covers are May 13 date. 


FRENCH PEACE STAMP 


The Postal Federation of France has 
recently proposed a new peace stamp 
by way of memorial to the late Mon- 
sieur Briand, the French “Pilgrim of 
Peace.” 

If issued, it will be of the denomi- 
nation of 1 franc 15 centimes, and 
thus be used mainly for international 
correspondence. 

The federation believes that the 
creation of such a stamp would bear 
witness all over the world to France’s 
love of peace.
